January Thaw Gives Residents 
Break from Winter's Grip 


A January thaw gave Crawford County 
residents a nice break from a winter that 
started out mean. 

December and early January brought 
near-record snowfall. Coupled with the 
heavy snowfall were cold nights and some 
frigid windy days. From December 12 to 
January 8 this winter the temperature never 
snuck above freezing. 

Then on January 9th, the big warden in 
the sky gave northern Michigan winter 
prisoners a reprieve. Daytime tempera- 
tures went above freezing four days in a 
row. From January 16-18, temperatures 
were mild and reached the 40’s twice. On 
Jan. 17, the Houghton Lake U.S. Weather 
Station tied a 


record with a high of 44 - 


degrees. In Grayling, Chuck Fick recorded 
a high of 48 degrees. 

The warm days dropped the snow on the 
ground down to normal levels. For a 
change, residents watched the sun melt the 
snow away instead of watching snow- 
blowers, shovels, or snowplows move it. 

Having no big snowfalls during the mild 
days was also as refreshing as the temper- 


_ ature. Crawford County received about five 


inches of snow before Thanksyiving this 
year and it seemed to snow practically 
every day in December.

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Beaver Creek Approves 
Georgia-Pacilie Plant 
Tax Break Request

At a special meeting Monday night the 
Beaver Creek Township Board voted 5-0 to 
give Georgia-Pacific a 12-year 50 percent 
tax abatement on their proposed $8 million 
resin plant. 

The board acted on the tax abatement 
request after a public hearing last Thursday 
that was attended by only six Beaver Creek 
residents, 


Three persons told the Beaver Creek 
Township Board last Thursday night that 
they supported giving the tax abatement to 
Georgia-Pacific. Two persons opposed 
giving the tax abatement. 

If the plant was built this year, Beaver 
Creek Treasurer Terry McGregor esti- 
mated Georgia-Pacific would pay a total of 
$105,960 in taxes for 1987 without a tax abate- 
ment. With a tax abatement, Georgia- 
Pacific would pay about $55,233 in taxes for 
1987. 

Beaver Creek Township Supervisor Cletis 
Spears would not comment on the question 

whether or not he thought Georgia-Pacific 
would build here even without a tax abate- 
ment. 

Amanda VanDusen, an attorney from 
Miller, Canfield, Paddock, and Stone, of 
Detroit, who represented Georgia-Pacific at 
the hearing, said the tax abatement is a 
very important component in evaluating 
whether or not it makes sense for them to 
come up here. 

“It is very important,’’ VanDusen said, 
“otherwise they wouldn’t have applied for 
the tax abatement. Competition is greater 
than they expected it would be at the begin- 
ning.” 

Edna Hammermeister supported giving 
the tax abatement. 


Georaia-Pacific 
Mioves Closer to Re-zoning 


The Bagley Township Board of Com- 
missioners Monday night approved a re- 
zoning recommendation requested by Bor- 
den Chemical for the construction of a forest 
products resin cdhesives plant southeast of 
Gaylord. 

Four commissioners voted for the re- 
zoning and one abstained. A week earlier, 
the township planning commission rejected 
a recommendation on a 3-2 vote. 

If approved by the Otsego County Board of 
Commissioners on January 28, rezoning of a 
50-acre site on Dickerson Road southwest of | 
Gaylord would change the designation from 
general business-light manufacturing to in- 
dustrial. 

With the rezoning, the new Borden plant 
would provide its forest products resin 
adhesives primarily to nearby U.S. Plywood 
for the manufacture of particleboard and 
other forest products applications in Mich- 


“Th early January, Borden modified 
designs for the plant. The changes respond- 
ed to community concerns and market con- 
ditions, according to Robert G. Jenkins, 
general manager of the resins and chemi- 
cals division. 

Jenkins said the modified plant will cut 
airborne discharges in half, 

A key modification is that the new plant 
will not produce forest products resins using 
pheno] formaldehyde. Instead, only resins 
with a urea base will be produced. 

Borden also will establish a ‘‘green belt’’ 
south of the plant to assure that a 12.7-acre 
buffer zone surrounding the plant will 
remain intact. This zone will be leased to 
Bagley Township at no cost for community 
recreational purposes. 

‘‘Borden really does care,’’ Jenkins said. 
“We listened carefully to peoples’ con- 
cerns.”’ 

The modifications alter the size of the 


‘plant. They lower its cost from $14 milion to 


‘Saturday for Crawford County residents and 
anyone else who cares to join. ‘Twelve. 
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“Too many young kids graduate from 
here and don’t have jobs. They have to go 
somewhere else,’ Hammermeister said. 

Glenn Sherman opposed the tax abate- 
ment. 

“With the advantage they will have in 
locating here and the amount of business 
they expect to do, they can afford to pay the 
full price.” 

Bruce Jones and Gary Parkinson both: 
supporting the tax abatement citing job 
benefits, a ripple effect on the local 
economy, and $55,000 in taxes are better 
than nothing. 

Gene Lobsinger felt Georgia-Pacific 
should have to pay their full share of taxes 
like everyone else, and said he was against 
the tax break. 

Art Rosenau said the board should look at 
the long-range picture. If they feel Georgia- 
Pacific is a worthwhile addition to the com- 
munity, is it worth offering the inducement 
to have them locate here? He said he would 
expect Georgia-Pacific to still be in business 
here after 12 years when the tax abatement 
ends. 

The Beaver Creek Township Board is the 
authority which considers the tax abate- 
ment request even though Beaver Creek 
Township will receive less taxes from the 
plant than the county or school districts. 

The tax abatement request is for 
$9,262,000 of the Georgia-Pacific project. 
The $5,262,000 breaks down into $252,000 for 
land improvements, $656,000 in building im- 
provements, $4,204,000 in machinery and 
equipment, and $150,000 for furniture and 
fixtures. 

About $2.25 million in pollution controls- 
fall under a state tax abatement. The cost of | 
the 20 acres for the plant site is also ex- 
cluded from tax abatement. 
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$9.5 million, and they cut the number of em- 
ployees from a projected 25 to between 15 
and 20. 

Approval to build on the site was granted 
by the county in January 1985 and Borden 
proceeded with clearing the land, develop- 
ing a road, and laying a rail spur. A suit filed 
by a Gaylord enviranmental group, how- 
ever, put a halt to plant construction. The 
Headwaters environmental group also op- 
poses the re-zoning. They say there’s 
already contamination of groundwater in 
the area and the re-zoning would open the 
area to further contamination. Ground- 
water flow in the area moves toward Otsego 
Lake — a reservoir connected to the head- 
waters of the AuSable River.

Put at $4.6 Million

to $9.2-$10 million would be more 
realistic.” 

He said that would mean a $50 million 
loss over the first five years during which 
the funds would be divested under House- 
passed legislation. The House bills require 
divestiture of $2:75 billion in pension fund 
investments. 

And Gene Booker, chairman of the 
state’s Investment Advisory Committee, 
said it “defies common sense”’ that the 
losses could be kept so low because so 
much money is involved. 

Whatever the level of losses are, 'Thodis 
said the House-passed legislation presents 
a “major policy question” for both the 
Legislature and the governor of whether 
general taxpayers should cover any pen- 
sion fund losses suffered because of the 
divestiture policy. 

State and teacher retirees now get a 
bonus check reflecting high earnings from 
pension fund investments, and Thodis said 
it is unfair to ask general taxpayers to 
make additional contributions to continue 
those payments if the fund earnings drop. 

The consultants said the $4.6 million 
figure was the probable loss in 1986, but 
could drop to zero or double depending on 
the success of playing the stock market. 

The consultants said the loss could in- 
crease to $7.4 million by 1991 on $9.2 billion 
involved in the transactions. 


Artificial Teeth 
Affixed Permanently 


Researchers at the UCLA 
School of Dentistry are us- 
ing an effective technique 
invented by a Swedish scien- 
list to permanently implant 
artificial teeth in persons 
who are unable.to wear den- 
tures. 

The dental implant method, 
called osseointegration, al- 
lows people with special 
problems to regain the bene- 
fits of having teeth, 

Osseointegration refers to 
the attachment of living bone 
to metal. The technique in- 
volves surgically implanting 
miniscule, pure titanium 
screws into the jawbone while 
the patient is under local 
anesthesia.

Hares and rabbits may be 
carriers of tularemia or 
“rabbit fever’ with cotton- 
tails being the principal 
source of infection to man. A 
person may get infected by 
handling infected carcasses 
or being bitten by deerflies 
or ticks which have bitten 
carriers. If infected, symp- 
toms appear in 3-4 days and 
include: a pimple-like 
swelling where the organism 
has entered the skin, swell- 
ing of the lymph nodes, 
fever, chills, weakness and 
prostration. The duration of 
the illness is 3 weeks or 


longer and is occasionally - 


fatal. 

Sick rabbits should be 
avoided and all rabbit and 
hare meat should be 
thoroughly cooked before 
eating. Most rabbit livers 
are spotted in some 
measure. Large spots are 
normal, however, many fine 
spots are an indication of 
tularemia.

Ina recently published let- 
ter, Mr. Bill Francisco wrote 
you complaining about our 
local governments giving 
“tax free” land to new in- 
dustrial ventures and the 
resultant increases in 
residential property taxes. 
Mr. Francisco also credited 
the UAW with providing 
high employment, 
wages and low property 
taxes in other counties. 
Avalanche readers are well 
aware of my vehemence 
toward the taxation and 
budgeting methods em- 
ployed by our local govern- 
ments. And, in this light, I 
concur with Mr. Francisco. 
Interestingly, these taxing 
bodies do not understand the 
meaning of Mr. Francisco’s 
word “high”, for in their 
vocabulary “‘high’’ doesn’t 
exist. 

But, there are certain fun- 
damental tenets of our free 
enterprise system which Mr. 
Francisco overlooks. And, 
his UAW also chooses 
frequently to forget these 
tenets. The basic foundation 
of our economic system is 
that of capital formation. 
No business can start, exist 
or grow without increased 
capital. No jobs exist 
without capital. One of the 


high © 


elements of industria) 
capital is often referred to as 
“P.P.& E.” Yes, ‘‘Proper- 
ty, Plant and Equipment” is 
the mother of jobs, families 
and better standards of 
living. When local govern- 
ments provides low cost or 
“free” land for a new or 
relocated company, a basic 
brick in the foundation of 
capital is created. The new 
business venture must then 
provide the other bricks of 
capital to be successful. 

It has been’ widely 
estimated that one-half 
million dollars of “P.P. & 
E.” are required to provide 
industrial employment for 
one person. Maybe Mr. 
Francisco and his UAW fail 
to recognize these economic 
facts of life. But wait, one 
new industrial job is said to 
produce over three other 
service or support-type jobs. 
All these newly created jobs 
create new taxpayers. 
These new jobs, in most 
parts of our country, also 
reduce unemployment. 
However, our extremely 
lenient state laws governing 
welfare payments and 
unemployment compen- 
sation certainly do offset the 
contributions of capital for- 
mation. But don’t blame the 
“free” land or the free en- 
terprise system for the 
widely accepted attitude in 


our country and state that 


welfare has to take care of 
“us”, And, don’t forget that 
on the so-called ‘‘free”’ land, 
there will be a building filled 
with equipment and all this 
will be taxed. Yes,- you’d 
better believe it will be 
taxed, at values set by 
‘Robin Hood’, like 
assessors who apparently 
feel that the tax base must 
be ever expanded to fill 
the hungry mouths of ever 
increasing local budgets. It 
is obvious that as the S.E.V. 
(State Equalized Value)
